SU 313794 : 

Glass content (in mole %): SiF 40-70%, AI2O3 5-15%, P2O5 15-25%, and Li20 10-40%, 
has a Specific Resistance of 106-107 ohms/cm at the room temperature, falling to 102-103 
ohms/cm at 300*^ C. The material finds use in e.g., fuel cells as a separating membrane, in the 
thermistor manufacture, and in similar case when an inorganic material of high ionic 
conductivity is desirable.
